There  were  over  fifty-two 
thousand  additions  to  our  ehuHches  through 
the  labors  of  our  missionaries;  more  thah 
twenty-seven  thousand  of  these  being  ree.  ji. 
ed  by  baptism.  Then  the  work  of  strengt!  . 
ening  and  broadening  our  forces  in  all  parts 
of  our  great  field  was  a significant  feature 
of  the  year’s  work. 

We  have  hoped  that  the  insistent  pressure 
of  our  laymen's  Movement  on  regular.  sy«-, 
ternatie  and  symmetrical  giving  would  ha\.- 
brought  uj>  our  finances  much  better  than 
has  been  the  case.  As  a matter  of  fact,  oijr 
receipts,  with  the  exception  of  one  genei- 
°u»  bequest,  are  some  thousands  short  of  til- 
receipts  for  this  time  last  year,  while  our 
appropriations  for  work  are  thirty  thoua- 
aiul  dollars  or  forty*  thousand  dollas  great,  r

U.‘  the  Sun- 
beams and' Koval  Ambassadors  The  Sun- 
day Schools,  likewise,  the  last  Sunday  in 
March  will  give  to  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. So  we  look  for  great  things  during 
the  month  of  March.  Lot  us  anticipate 
that  month  by  doing  our  best  in  February, 
and  come. to  the  month  of  April  with. such  a 
showing  in  our  gifts  as  will  make  that 
month  the  culmination  of  a glorious  and  vic- 
torious campaign. 

Postponed  Payments. 

Many  of  our  largest  appropriations  wen- 
made  on  certain  conditions,  one  being  that 
our  gifts  would  lx-  paid  iu  the  spring,  in  or- 
der that  We  might  save  an  interest  account, 
and  to  give  time  for  the  churches  that  were 
aiding,  ft*  do  their  part.  The  time  has  now 
come,  however,  for  us  to  meet  these  deferr- 
ed payments.  We  are  having  to  lmrrow 
thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars.  Our 
credit  at  the  banks  is  nearing  the  danger 
line.  I,  therefore,  plead  with  our  brethren 
who  are  far  and  near,  to  come  to  our  help. 

If  we  enter  with  spirit,  with  our  pastor*  and 
laymen  aiid  women  and  children  and  Sun- 
day Schools  all  enlisted,  we  ought  to  clime 
with  a shout  of  victory.  It  means  so  much 
that  we  meet  our  present  obligations;  it 
means  that  our  people  will  feel  emboldened
